Heber City wins grant 
to renovate tabernacle

HEBER CITY — Heber City’s 
pre-application for funds to reno- 
vate the historic Wasatch Stake 
Tabernacle on Main Street has 
been approved. 

Mayor Gordon Mendenhall made 
the announcement last week that 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, Farmers Home Administra- 
tion had granted approval. In a 
letter received from the FHA, He- 
ber City was told a grant for 
$311,320 will be considered,in the 
formal application. 
| Mendenhall said the administra-

tion will not supply the funds until 
after the project is finished. He 
said he has already arranged for 
interim financing through Zion's 
First National Bank. The final ap- 
plication will be filed when the 
project is completed and the ad- 
ministration will pay off the con- 
struction loan with the 40-year 
loan, The city already has $167,000 
of the $500,000 needed for the 


project. 

The tabernacle was built in 1887 
and is listed in the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places. George Ol- 
son, of Olson and Harris ARchi- 
tects, has submitted plans to re- 
model the building with maintains 
the character of the building and 
have been approved by the State 
Historical Society. 


A second floor will be added to 
the building which will house city 
offices, a museum and a meeting 
hall. The city council noted the 
renovation will be completed prior 
to Heber City’s centennial celebra- 
tion in 1988.
